There are few elections contested, but occassionally we do 
have a contest; In some instances where there are only a few 
votes difference in the vote received by the two candidates. It is, 
therefore, important and necessary that the election officials 
conduct the election according to law and then it is not so 
difficult to ascertain a correct vote, 
There is, in the election supplies, blanks for the clerks to 
record the names of voters whose names do not appear on the 
official poll tax list, In other words, irregular ballots,

names should also be recorded on the list of the voters as they 
appear to vote. But, on tho irregular list written opposite the ' 
name of the voters should be an explanatory note, For instance, 
if it is a maiden vote — write the two words "maiden voter
